If you do have a xerox of Oswald's notebook, I would 
appreciate it if Amy could send a copy to me. I am not in- 
terested in Oswald's other writings. 

I am surprised there are no records of Oswald's phone 
calls. The FBI, and later the HSCA, obtained records of 
hundreds of Ruby's calls. 


I am talking about calls made by Oswald in 1963 from the 
Paine residence, and Oswald's boarding houses and places of 
employment in Dallas and his Uncle Charles Murret ' s apartment 
and later his own apartment on Magazine Street in New Orleans. 


I am surprised the HSCA did not pay much attention to the 
critics . Blakey told me he was anxious to hear their res- 
pective cases and held a conference of them. He also told 
me he had no intention of confirming the "lone assassin" hypo- 
thesis. As the investigation advanced, he became convinced 
there was a conspiracy and urged the Committee to report a 
final finding of "probable conspiracy."
